DISC SYSTEM DOOMS 
RAILWAY SEMAPHORE 


Coshocton, Ohio, April I.— The old 
semaphore railroad signal system is 
doomed, according to officials of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in charge of 
the installation here of new autom a­ 
tic discs which are being installed at 
a local tower, one of the four towers at 
which such systems are being install­ 
ed between Pittsburgh and Columbus. 
In the place of semaphore arms they 
are erecting signal posts along the 
tracks, upon each of which is mount­ 
ed a huge disc, with lenses upon it. 
They are operated by levers—both 
the automatic and mechanical systems 
—ju s t.as were the semaphores. 
The 
signals of old in principle are retain­ 
ed—horizontal position means 
stop, 
a 45-degree angle, caution, and a ver­ 
tical position clear. 
But 
rows 
of 
three lights now give those signals 
instead of a semaphore arms. 
The new system provides additional 
protection and safety, it was claimed, 
through interlocking switch and signal 
devices and through absolute auto­ 
matic blocking. 
As soon as a train 
passes a clear signal the horizontal 
row of three lights—a stop signal— 
immediately takes the place of the 
vertical row’ of lights.

NO EXCUSE FOK PERSON AL APPOINTMENTS 
We have been fortunate upon the whole in our Presidents, and 
It would seem reasonable to say that the tendency is steadily away 
from the use of offices for party spoils or personal rewards. We 
have, also, in most respects a good government; and what is need­ 
ed is constant vigilance to keep it good and make it better. We are 
no longer living in a period of leaders and followers. Never before 
were there so many well-instructed people, and never so few who 
stood out as pre-eminent in superiority. The good citizen cannot 
therefore, lay aside responsibilities and trust implicitly to great 
men in office. Within proper bounds, we are undoubtedly wise to 
maintain the party system, but parties should be a means to good 
government rather than a scheme for making government serve 
partisan or personal ends. 
Nobody is good enough to be Secretary of State except the 
ablest man who can be found for the position; yet no man is able. 
enough to fill that position safely without the effort of every in­ 
telligent person to create a sound and enlightened public opinion 
bearing upon the major problems of international policy. It is al­ 
most inconceivable in a country like ours, in view of the magni­ 
tude of the interests involved, that anyone should think that the I 
Department of Justice could be properly manned without the 
services of men of the highest ability and standing. There should 
be no more reason for a legislative investigation of the Department, 
of Justice than for an investigation of the Supreme Court based 
upon charges against the honor and integrity of its members. 


MR. COOLIDGE ON HIS OWN MERITS 
J 
Although President Coolidge’s methods are not dashing, they 
have impressed the country as altogether firm and sincere, honest 
and patient. That he is not losing the confidence of the country! 
has been evident from day to day. It will be easier next month 
to sum up the details as to convention prospects but it is not too 
early to predict that Mr. Coolidge’s nomination at Cleveland will 
be easily secured on the first ballot, even if it is not granted by: 
acclamation. Let it be admitted that the naval oil leases were made 
by Republican officials yet it must also be admitted that they were j 
exposed in a RepublicanCongress, investigated under the Republi-i 
can chairman of the Public Lands Committee, and assailed before 
the courts by eminent legal counsel retained by a Republican Pres­ 
ident. 
The voters will have to decide next November, whether they 
prefer to give President Coolidge another term of authority or to 
elect a Democratic President. But, so far as parties are concerned, 
the thoughtful and broad-minded citizen will realize that the faults 
and mistakes of a situation that everybody is trying to clear up 
cannot be charged to one party or the other, but are incident to 
the period in which we are living. The hopeful thing is that our 
public opinion does not condone these mistakes and that our offi­ 
cial bodies at Washington are trying to remedy what has been 
done. Mr. Coolidge will have become something more than the 
“logical” candidate, before July.

buys in the stores) and add to it 
enough boiling water to make one 
pint of liquid. 
Now' soften one table­ 
spoon of graulated gelatine with a 
very little cold water, and add this 
to the grape-liquid (which you have 
heated to the boiling point). 
Stir a 
few minutes, then add sugar if neces­ 
sary (to suit individual taste) and 
strain through a fine-meshed sieve 
into a wet mold, lo be set. in a cold 
place to stiffen. 
At mealtime, sink 
the mold up to its rim in boiling 
w a ter for just an instant, so as to 
loosen the jelly and enable it to be 
turned out of the mold easily.
